Gilbey, 
Gordon's,  Plymouth, 
and  Tanqueray 
The  Bombay  label 
appeared  in  the 
1950s.  and  the  dis¬ 
tinctive  blue  Bombay 
Sapphire  bottle  in 
the  1980s  In  the 
United  States 
today. three  brands —

account  for  more

Van  Gogh  and 
Leyden  from  Holland.

Several  of  the  most 
popular  gm-based 
drinks  were  originally 
created  for  medicinal 
purposes  Pink  Gin — 
gin  with  a  dash  of 
Angostura  bitters— 
was  prescribed  as  an 
aid  to  digestion 
Lime  |utce.  originally 
added  to  drinks  to 
prevent  scurvy,  is  the 
basis  for  the  Gimlet 
And  quinine,  used  to 
ward  off  malaria,  led 
to  the  gin  and  tonic 
The  Martini, 
the  most  famous  gin 
drink,  is  another 
story  Originally  made 
with  equal  parts 
gin  and  vermouth,  it 
saw  the  vermouth 
gradually  disappear; 
then,  as  vodka  be¬ 
came  more  popular, 
so  did  the  gin.  Now. 
however,  with  classic 
cocktails  back  m 
style,  the  gin  Martini 
is  once  again 
widely  seen 
And  the  trend 
toward  spirits  with  more 
flavor  than  vodka 
has  resulted  in  a  re¬ 
newed  interest  in  gin 
Tanqueray  has  Intro¬ 
duced  Malacca  and 
No  10,  with  a  some¬ 
what  different  mix 
ot  botamcals.  and 
Seagram's  now 
markets  Lime 
Twisted  and  Grape¬ 
fruit  Twisted  gins.

'This  is  a  predicament  you 
dont  really  want  to  be  in,' 
Blake  Naftel  says,  gesturing 
toward  a  television  He  and 
about  20  other  people,  myself 
included,  are  reviewing  toot* 
age  of  a  van  veering  off  a  road 
and  getting  stuck  in  a  thick 
sea  of  mud 

This  video  we  re  watching— 
of  intense  lightning  flashes,  of 
car  windows  being  blown  out 
by  giant  hail,  of  violent  thun¬ 
derstorms  rain  ng  damnation 
on  people  struggling  to  film 
the  action — is  received  with 
cries  of  “Holy  shit!"  particu¬ 
larly  when  a  twister  appears 
onscreen  But  Naftel,  a  veter¬ 
an  storm  chaser  Is  more  re¬ 
served,  he  understands  the 
seriousness  of  the  situation, 
having  seen  firsthand  the 
havoc  that  can  tear  through 
Anytown.  USA,  when  a  mega¬ 
storm  strikes  As  one  of  a  rare 
group  of  brave  (or  crazy  de¬ 
pending  on  how  you  look  at  it) 
individuals  considered  to  be 
the  frontline  soldiers  in  the 


battle  against 
killer  storms, 
Naftel  has 
lived  through 
all  kinds  of 
weather  ter¬ 
ror  Armed 
with  such  so¬ 
phisticated 
equipment  as  a  truck-mounted 
Doppler  radar  (which  sends 
out  microwave  energy  to  moni¬ 
tor  both  the  motion  and  pre¬ 
cipitation  in  a  thunderstorm) 
and  satellite-tracking  systems 
connected  to  laptop  comput 
ers.  chasers  are  able  to  stay 
hot  on  a  storm  s  trail  With  their 
high-tech  wizardry  supple 
menting  the  Weather  Chan¬ 
nel's  latest  updates,  they  can 
ascertain  for  themselves  the 
structure  of  a  storm  and  when 
and  where  a  tornado  will  form 
by  measuring  how  fast  ram  or 
hail  is  moving  Once  they  ve 


found  a  target 
sometimes 
dangerously 
close,  report¬ 
ing  their  infor¬ 
mation  to  lo¬ 
cal  weather 
services  and 
recording 
data  in  an  ef¬ 
fort  to  unravel 
the  mysteries 
that  lie  within 


they  move  in, 


violent  supercell  thunder¬ 
storms 

It  seems  as  if  hardly  a  year 
goes  by  without  some  U  S. 
town  getting  hammered  by  the 
severe  weather  conditions 
associated  with  supercell 
thunderstorms  These  deadly 
phenomena  are  known  to  pro¬ 
duce  baseball-size  hail,  flash 
floods,  lightning,  and.  in  ex¬ 
treme  cases,  tornadoes  Every 
year  more  than  a  thousand 
twisters  touch  down  and  tear 
across  the  landscapes  of 
America  Although  these  ex¬ 
plosive  funnels  of  rapidly  mov¬ 
ing  air  usually  last  less  than  ten 
minutes,  they  have  been 
known  to  stay  on  the  ground 
much  longer,  reach  rotating 
speeds  of  200-plus  miles  an 
hour,  cause  damage  to  prop¬ 
erty  in  the  billions  of  dollars, 
and  on  occasion  kill  people 
To  get  the  inside  track 
on  storm  chasing 
without  getting 
killed  or  maimed 
by  going  out  on 
my  own,  I  traveled 
to  Oklahoma  City 
to  jo*n  one  of  Todd 
Thorns  12-day 
Storm  Chasing 
Adventure  Tours 
through  Tornado 
Alley  The  Alley  is 


lake 


tornado  Is 
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where  the  nastiest  twisters  are 
most  likely  to  occur  Every 
year  from  April  through  July, 
the  maiority  of  storm  chasers 
m  North  America  (lock  to  the 
Alley's  Great  Plains  states 
chiefly  Oklahoma  Kansas. 
Texas,  and  Iowa — to  hunt 
down  its  storms 
Thorn,  owner  and  operator 
of  the  tour,  is  a  ten-year  veter¬ 
an  of  the  storm-chasing  wars 
He  started  the  company  in 
1997  so  that  he  coutd  finance 
his  spending  whole  seasons  m 
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the  Alley  His  first  year  in  bus¬ 
iness  he  ran  four  tours  and 
attracted  only  19  customers; 
this  year  hes  got  about  20 
people  booked  for  each  of  six 
tours  Three  chase  vehicles 
are  on  hand  to  handle  the  load 
After  a  day  of  preparation 
that  included  watching  videos 
like  the  one  tour  driver  Blake 
Naftel  had  shown  we  hit  the 
road  Clear  blue  skies  loom 
large  above  us  and  the  Rolling 
Stones  blare 
from  the  CD 
player  as  Ad¬ 
venture  Tours' 
three  vehicles 
roll  northeast 
on  Interstate 
35.  in  the 
direction  of 
Iowa,  rough¬ 
ly  400  miles 
away  There  is 


a  group  of  thunderstorms 
passing  through  Iowa,  and 
even  if  we  miss  those.  Thorn 
figures  well  be  in  a  good  posi¬ 
tion  tor  extreme  weather  the 
following  day 

Our  motley  crew  of  adven¬ 
turers  is  hard  to  miss  The  two 
white  vans  and  the  Ford 
Excursion  that  carry  us  are 
adorned  with  bright  orange 
stickers  with  black  twisters 
cutting  through  the  centers, 
and  the  roof  of  Thorn's  van 
is  loaded  down  with  an  array 

_  of  antennae  Each 

is  hooked  up  to 
a  device  in  the 
vehicle  that  can 
pick  up  everything 
from  the  Nation¬ 
al  Weather  Ser¬ 
vice  to  lightning 
stones  300  miles 
away  There  s  also 
a  satellite-tracking 
dome  antenna  for 
picking  up  Weath¬ 
er  Channel  broad¬ 
casts 

By  the  time  we 
reach  Iowa,  an  hour  before 
sunset,  we  can  see  the  gray 
masses  of  dissipating  storms 
that  have  been  pounding  parts 
of  the  state  for  most  of  the  day 
Thorn  and  Naftel  agree  that 
there  is  still  some  action  in  the 
distant  supercell  thunder¬ 
storms — long-lasting  storms 
with  areas  of  intense  rota¬ 
tion — and  that  if  we  hurry  we 
might  just  get  a  good  look 
Unfortunately  their  hunch 

_  doesnt  pan  out.  it 

takes  more  than 
an  hour  to  get 
anywhere  near 
the  retreating 
storms  which  are 
moving  away  from 
us  at  more  than  50 
miles  an  hour 
The  days  pass 
slowly  as  we 
search  for  the  elu¬ 


sive  supercell  thunderstorm 
and  the  even  more  elusive  tor¬ 
nado,  and  each  town,  city,  and 
state  blur  into  the  next  We 
spot  only  a  few  storms  during 
our  first  week  in  the  field,  and 
though  we  mount  some  valiant 
chases  we  never  catch  up 
to  any  of  them  I  am  told  by  a 
tourmate  who  pined  this  hunt 
the  year  before  that  storm 
chasing  "is  maybe  95  percent 
boredom — you  know,  riding 
in  the  vans  and  covering  great 
distances-  and  five  percent 
sheer  terror,* 

On  our  eighth 
day,  back  down 
in  Oklahoma  pst 
as  I  have  re¬ 
signed  myself  to 
the  idea  that  the 
terror  part  won't 
catch  up  with  us. 
there  is  a  different 
kind  of  electricity 
in  the  air  The 
weather  seems 
just  a  little  more 
promising  than  it 
has  all  week 
Thorn  does  his 
usual  voodoo  act 
with  the  radar 
equipment  gath¬ 
ering  information 
from  the  Weather  Channel, 
then  confirms  it  with  a  buddy 
via  cell  phone  We  d  planned 
to  target  an  area  around  the 
town  of  Ardmore.  Oklahoma, 
but  after  further  investigation, 
Thorn  and  Naftel  decide  we 
stand  a  better  chance  of  see¬ 
ing  some  action  if  we  go  a  little 
farther  to  the  northeast  |ust 
south  of  Tulsa 

When  we  arrive  at  that  tar¬ 
get  area  the  inflow  winds  cre¬ 
ated  by  blossoming  supercells 
are  rocking  the  vans  Ram  is 
beginning  to  pound  the  earth 
and  I  can  see  sporadic  light¬ 
ning  strikes  m  the  distance 
Within  minutes  the  weather 
radio  is  issuing  a  severe  storm 


warning  and  a  tornado  watch 
tor  the  whole  region  This  is  the 
five  percent  I  was  told  about.  I 
tell  myself  as  Thorn  and  Mattel 
go  mto  chase  mode  We  head 
east  toward  Arkansas  on  High¬ 
way  9.  plunging  ourselves  right 
into  the  heart  of  the  storms 
This  is  known  as  'punching  the 
core,'  and  for  good  reason  We 
soon  find  ourselves  in  the 
midst  of  one  of  the  largest  tor¬ 
nado  outbreaks  of  the  year 
As  we  dnve  deeper  into  the 
tempest,  afternoon  light  wanes 
into  a  darkness  as  of  night 
Each  lightning  Hash  is  followed 
by  booming  thunderclaps  like 
bombs  going  off  beside  us  A 
little  farther  down  the  road  we 
encounter  real  wreckage  A 
path  has  been  cut  through  a 
group  of  trees  on  one  side  of 
the  highway  and  continues  on 
the  other  Naftel  confirms  my 
suspicions  'A  tornado  passed 
through  here  just  a  little  while 
ago."  he  shouts  over  the  thun¬ 
der  "That’s  the  damage  path 
we  re  seeing " 

The  farther  we  go,  the 
more  damage  we  see 
The  sky  grows  darker 
and  the  wind  blows  the 
ram  horizontally,  slam¬ 
ming  into  our  vehicles  in 
a  machine-gun  stacca¬ 
to  Then  we  hear  what 
we've  all  been  waiting 
for,  blasted  over  the 
weather  radio  by  a  digi¬ 
tal  voice  "Storm  spot¬ 
ters  have  reported  a  tor¬ 
nado  on  Stidham  Road 
between  Stidham  and 
Highway  9'  Persons  on 
or  near  Lake  Eufaula 
need  to  take  cover  now. 
especially  in  the  vicinity  of 
Fountainhead  State  Park! 
Onapa.  Stidham  Vivian.  Rai- 
ford,  Hanna,  and  Eufaula  are 
m  the  path  of  the  storm'  This  is 
a  very  dangerous  storm'  A  tor¬ 
nado  is  on  the  ground'  If  you 
are  near  the  path,  go  to  a  safe 


place  now'  If  no  underground 
shelter  is  available  on  a  lower 
floor,  go  to  an  interior  room 
away  from  windows!" 

The  adrenaline  rush  that 
makes  chasing  so  appealing 
to  storm  junkies  begins  cours¬ 
ing  through  my  veins  as  we 
charge  after  the  first  tornado  of 
our  trip  Thorn  and  Naftel  work 
frantically  in  the  front  of  the  van. 
checking  maps  and  listening  to 
the  weather  radio  to  calculate 
where  we  might  be  able  to 


dismay,  the  tornado  we  are 
after  is  already  gone  This  is 
the  bane  of  any  storm  chaser  s 
existence — usually  a  step 
behind  or  ahead,  a  day  late 
and  a  dollar  short 
But  then  we  hear  of  another 
twister  on  the  ground  mov¬ 


ing  directly  into  our  path  As 
quickly  as  It  had  arrived,  my 
disappointment  changes  to 
panic  Naftel  and  Thorn  are 
concerned  that  the  tornado 
might  be  "ram  wrapped'  (this 
occurs  when  heavy  cloud 
cover  and  precipitation  are 
sucked  in  by  the  tornado, 
obscuring  the  view)  and  there¬ 
fore  can't  be  seen  We  might 
thus  run  smack  into  It— which 
could  be  fatal 

When  we  cross  a  bridge 
near  the  town  of  Eufaula  I  look 


at  the  lake  below  A  mile- wide 
cloud,  ominous  and  black, 
hangs  like  a  curtain  m  the  sky 
It  is  barely  200  feet  above  the 
turbulent  water,  and  seems  to 
be  moving  quite  slowly  m  com¬ 
parison  to  the  rest  of  the  storm 
Any  one  of  the  25  tornadoes 


catch  up  to  the  tornado  All  the 
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reported  this  day  might  he 
hidden  near  or  within  its  gray 
mass 

The  storm's  fury  grows 
worse  Shortly  after  we  cross 
the  bridge.  Thorn  pulls  to  the 
side  of  the  road  The  wind  has 
reached  more  than  100  mites 
an  hour  It  rocks  the  vehicles 
violently  A  couple  of  inches  of 
water  cover  the  ground  and 
lightning  continues  to  flash 
around  us  Apprehension  be¬ 
gins  to  mount  even  in  the 
faces  of  our  trusted  leaders 
and  for  the  first  time  Since  we 
started  on  the  chase.  I  hear 
something  that  convinces  me 
we  might  be  in  danger 

"I'm  not  sure  what  we  should 
do.'  Naftel  says  to  Thorn  "I'm 
not  sure  either.'  Thorn  says 
But  I  know  what  to  do— we 
should  get  the  hell  out  of  here' 
Just  as  l  am  about  to  voice  this 
opmcn.  they  decide  that  our 
best  bet  is  not  to  turn  back 
or  stay  where  we  are,  but  to 
continue  on  through  the  heart 


of  the  tempest  and 
try  to  make  it  to  the 
other  side— hope¬ 
fully  out  of  harm's 
way 

We  press  onward 
toward  Stigler  the 
only  other  vehicles 
on  the  road  are 
those  of  emergency 
services  and  oth¬ 
er  storm  chasers 
Constant  warnings 
of  new  thunderstorms  with 
possible  tornadoes  moving 
through  the  area  blare  over 
the  weather  radio  Then,  up 
ahead,  bright  flashes  fill  the 
black  sky.  and  a  red  glow 
hovers  in  front  of  us  "Those 
are  power  transformers  on 
telephone  poles  blowing  up," 
Naftel  says 

By  the  time  we  reach  Stigler 
the  town  looks  like  a  war  zone 
Trees  and  telephone  poles  lie 
strewn  like  matchsticks  Win¬ 
dows  have  been  blown  out  of 
buildings  As  we  pass  through 
(lie  center  of  town,  we  dodge  a 
roof  ripped  off  from  a  nearby 
house  But  Thorn  isn't  stop¬ 
ping  He  seems  determined  to 
push  forward  With  the  other 
two  vehicles  trailing  close 
behind  we  speed  out  of  the 
crushed  town  and  even  deep¬ 
er  into  the  storms 
It  isn't  long  before  we  need 
to  fuel  up  We  pass  a  couple  of 
closed  gas  stations  before 
f malty  finding  one  thats  open 


But  just  as  we  do,  a  panicked 
voice  booms  over  the  radio  It 
is  Dave  Gamble,  a  tour  driver 
visiting  from  England,  ordering 
us  from  his  nearby  vehicle  to 
get  out  from  underneath  the 
canopy  that  hangs  over  the 
gas  pumps  The  strong  wind 
is  threatening  to  tear  the  roof 
right  off  and  drop  it  on  our 
heads  It  seems  Dawn  Benko. 
another  tour  driver,  has  no¬ 
ticed  that  the  canopy  is  about 
to  be  torn  off  She  begins  yell¬ 
ing  at  Gamble.  Tell  them  to 
back  the  fuck  up’  Tell  them!" 

Thorn  and  Naftel  get  us  the 
hell  out  of  there 
Another  half  hour  passes 
before  we  arrive  at  a  safer  lo¬ 
cation,  where  we  fuel  up  and 
get  out  of  the  vehicles  to  look 
at  the  lightning  The  super¬ 
cell  thunderstorms  have  died 
down  a  little,  at  least  for  the 
time  being  We  will  be  on  tor¬ 
nado  watch  into  the  wee  hou»s 
of  the  following  morning 
My  group  of  storm  hunters 
passed  through  12  states  in 
12  days  covering  more  than 
5,000  miles  From  Oklahoma 
wed  traveled  as  far  north  as 
Minneapolis  and  as  far  south 
as  Galveston.  Texas  I  never 
got  to  see  a  tornado,  but  liv¬ 
ing  through  the  megastorm 
made  me  plenty  aware  that 
I  would  never  again  look  up 
at  the  sky  and  perceive  a 
fluffy  white  cloud  in  quite  the 
same  way  o+-«

Conservative  politicians  immediately  called  for  Americans 
to  compromise  civil  liberties  in  the  name  of  security.  Leg¬ 
islation  was  introduced  to  expand  wiretapping  authority, 
extend  the  time  limits  on  detention  of  suspects,  stiffen  penal¬ 
ties  for  terrorists  and  their  accessories,  and  authorize  the 
seizure  of  assets  and  secret  searches  of  e-mail.  Liberal 
politicians  (along  with  some  right-wing  libertarians)  sought 


compromises,  ncluding  sunset  provisions 
to  repair  the  damage  at  some  future  date 
In  the  end.  political  compromee  was  en¬ 
acted  that  gave  a  tttte  to  each  side  without 
dong  very  much  to  protect  the  safety  of 
the  American  people 
In  addition,  law-enforcement  authori¬ 
ties  detained  hundreds  of  Arab-  and 
Muslim-Amencans  on  the  basis  of  little 
more  than  suspicion  and  ethnic  profil¬ 
ing  And  such  profiling  was  not  limited  to 
government  officials  Private  security 
guards,  airline  personnel  and  ordinary 
citizens  have  become  understandably 
suspicious  of  foreign-looking  people, 
especially  young  men.  who  fit  the  phys¬ 
ical  stereotype  of  the  terrorist  Attorney 
General  John  Ashcroft  has  announced 
an  aggressive  detention'  policy  under 
which  anyone  suspected  of  association 
with  terrorists  will  be  arrested  for  even 
mmor  offenses— he  mentioned  spitting 
on  the  street— and  held  until  it  can  be 
determined  that  they  have  had  no  in¬ 
volvement  with  terrorist  acts  or  plans 
Though  there  have  been  some  protests 
from  the  ACLU  and  other  groups  the 
general  public  and  a  large  maionty  of 
politicians  seem  to  be  accepting  all  this 
without  much  protest 

A  Checkered  History 

Although  our  civics  books  and  Fourth  of 
July  orations  are  filled  with  the  rhetoric 
of  liberty,  our  actual  past  is  one  of  quick 
surrender  to  the  forces  of  authority  dur¬ 
ing  emergencies  Times  of  crisis — wars, 
insurrections,  even  labor  strikes  have 
provoked  caHs  for  extraordinary  restric¬ 
tions  on  liberty,  up  to  and  including  dec¬ 
larations  of  martial  law  and  suspension 
of  the  writ  o*  habeas  corpus 
The  great  emancipator.  Abraham  Lin¬ 
coln  was  also  a  great  incarcerator  He 
suspended  writ  of  habeas  corpus  dur¬ 
ing  the  Civil  War,  thus  opening  many 
civilians  to  trial  by  military  courts,  with 
no  judicial  review  In  the  early  part  of  the 
twentieth  century,  martial  law  was  de¬ 
clared  by  several  state  governors  to 
break  strikes  by  unpopular  labor  unions 
Dunng  the  First  World  War  political  dis¬ 
senters  and  draft  resisters  were  impris¬ 
oned  It  was  «n  that  context  that  even  the 
great  Justice  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes 
upheld  the  imprisonment  of  those  who 
were  employing  entirely  lawful  means  to 
criticize  the  war  and  the  draft  His  inept 
analogy  to  'falsely  shouting  fire  m  a  the¬ 
ater'  became  an  open-Sesame  for  re¬ 
pression  Following  that  war  the  Palmer 
raids  resulted  in  the  imprisonment  and 
deportation  of  many  left-wing  immi¬ 
grants  who  were  merely  exercising  their 
freedom  of  speech  to  protest  capitalism 
and  advocate  socialism 
Perhaps  the  worst  surrender  of  civil 
liberties  occurred  after  our  entry  into  the 
Second  World  War,  when  a  liberal 
President  Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt 
urged  on  by  the  liberal  California  Attorney

General  Earl  Warren,  authorized  the 
detention  of  110.000  Japanese-Amen- 
cans,  many  of  them  citizens,  in  camps 
far  away  from  their  homes  FBI  records 
indicate  that  there  was  not  a  single  case 
of  espionage  or  sabotage  by  an  Amer¬ 
ican  resident  of  Japanese  ancestry 
before,  dunng,  or  after  the  war  but  that 
clean  sheet  would  not  have  satisfied  a 
hysterical  population  with  deep-rooted 
racial  antagonisms  Indeed,  Earl  Warren 
expressed  the  Alice  in  Wonderland  view 
that  it  was  the  very  absence  of  sabo¬ 
tage  that  was  'the  most  ominous  sign  in 
our  whole  situation."  convincing  him  that 
the  sabotage  the  fifth-column  activi¬ 


ties  that  we  are  to  get  are  timed  just  like 
Pearl  Harbor,"  and  that  the  inaction  of 
Japanese-Amencans  was  deliberately 
designed  to  lull  us  into  a  false  sense  of 
security" 

During  the  Cold  War.  McCarthyism 
trampled  on  our  liberties  as  even  liberal 
senators  demanded  the  detention  of 
Communists  and  the  declaration  of  a 
national  state  of  emergency  The  Ken¬ 
nedy  administration  authorized  J  Edgar 
Hoover  to  install  in  Martin  Luther  King 
Jr  s  hotel  room  a  "national  security" 
wiretap  and  bug  that  picked  up  conver¬ 
sations  between  the  civil-rights  leader 
and  a  white  woman  with  whom  he  was 
having  an  affair  In  the  late  1960s  stu¬ 
dent  demonstrations  provoked  a  call  for 
qualified  martial  law  by  then  -Assistant 
Attorney  General — now  Chief  Justice — 
William  Rhenquist. 

It  is  a  credit  to  our  nation  that  we 
seem  to  learn  from  our  most  serious 
mistakes  In  the  wake  of  the  September 
11  disaster,  no  responsible  politicians 
have  called  for  the  mass  detention  of 
Arab-  or  Muslim-Amencans.  the  sus¬ 
pension  of  writ  of  habeas  corpus  or 
for  severe  restrictions  on  freedom  of 
speech  Most  of  the  demands  at  least 
initially  were  for  calibrated  compro¬ 
mises  of  existing  rights,  and  the  gov¬ 
ernmental  response  has  been  relative¬ 
ly  mild  at  least  when  compared  with 
the  past 

Now  President  Bush  has  unilaterally 
asserted  the  authonty  to  try  m  front  of 
a  military  tribunal  any  noncitizen  sus¬ 
pected  of  complicity  with  Al  Qaeda  This 
order  is  not  limited  to  foreign  combat¬ 
ants  captured  on  the  battlefields  of 
Afghanistan,  but  extends  to  long-term 
residents  of  the  United  States  who  pay 
taxes  and  would  be  subject  to  the  mili¬ 
tary  draft  The  order  provides  for  secret 
trials  before  military  officers  who  are 
subordinate  to  the  commander-in- 
chief— the  man  who  levels  the  charges 
The  death  penalty  can  be  imposed  on 
the  basis  of  a  two-thirds  (rather  than  a 
unanimous)  vote,  and  there  is  no  provi¬ 
sion  for  judicial  review 

This  edict,  which  reflects  deep  dis 
trust  of  the  American  system  of  civilian 
justice  has  generated  considerable  crit¬ 
icism  even  from  some  conservative 
Republicans  President  Bush  has  in¬ 
sisted  that  secret  military  trials  are  nec¬ 
essary  if  we  are  to  keep  the  enemy  from 
learning  the  sources  of  our  information 
But  provisions  already  exist  in  civilian 
courts  for  balancing  the  need  to  protect 
national  security  and  the  rights  o<  peo¬ 
ple  charged  with  crime 

In  addition  to  the  Bush  order,  Attorney 
General  Ashcroft  has  authorized  the 
Justice  Department  to  monitor  lawyer- 
cMenl  conversations  with  detainees  sus¬ 
pected  of  using  then  lawyers  to  convey 
orders  to  fellow  terrorists  No  warrant  or 
probable  cause  is  required  for  such 


monrtonng.  All  that  is  needed  is  a  claim 
of  suspicion  by  the  attorney  general 
Ashcroft  has  sought  to  Justify  this 
intrusion  into  lawyer-client  privilege  by 
claming  that  it  would  be  used  sparingly 
He  did  not  explain  why  the  normal  pro¬ 
cedure  of  seeking  a  search  warrant 
from  a  judge,  based  on  probable  cause, 
would  not  adequately  serve  our  national 
needs,  without  compromising  constitu¬ 
tional  rights  In  his  testimony  before 
Congress  in  December  the  attorney 
general  went  beyond  merely  defending 
the  administration's  actions  He  lashed 
out  at  those  patriotic  Americans  who 
have  criticized  the  administration's  treat¬ 
ment  of  noncitizens,  accusing  those  crit¬ 
ics  of  aidmg  terrorism  and  giving  am¬ 
munition’  to  America's  enemies  and 
pause  to  America's  friends 
This  kind  of  attack  is  reminiscent  of 
Senator  Joseph  McCarthy  s  charges 
that  those  loyal  Americans  who  criti¬ 
cized  his  tactics  were  soft  on  commu¬ 
nism  It  turns  out  that  it  is  Ashcroft  who 
is  soft  on  terrorism,  at  least  when  it  comes 
to  gun  control  and  airline  security  The 
attorney  general  has  been  unwilling  to 
alienate  the  gun  lobby  and  the  airline 
lobby,  since  both  are  ma|or  contributors 
to  the  Republican  Party  He  turned 
down  an  FBI  request  to  check  Justice  De¬ 
partment  records  to  determine  whether 
any  of  the  1.200  people  it  was  detaining 


had  ever  bought  a  gun  Though  he  is 
willing  to  detain  these  individuals  he  is 
unwilling  to  violate  their  "privacy*  by  al¬ 
lowing  the  FBI  to  look  at  their  gun-pur¬ 
chase  records  Nor  has  the  adminis¬ 
tration  been  willing  to  press  for  tough 
security  measures  of  the  kind  the  Euro¬ 
peans  and  Israelis  require  because 
they  may  cut  into  airline  profits  The  war 
agamst  terrorism  is  being  fought  on  par¬ 
tisan  grounds,  with  the  administration's 
right  hand  tied  behind  its  back 

In  1986  I  wrote  an  article  for  this  mag¬ 
azine  about  what  I  hoped  would  be  "an 
unlikely  hypothetical  scenario  *  I  postu¬ 
lated  the  possibility  that  someday  an  evil 
terrorist  mastermind  might  "unleash  sui¬ 
cide  terrorists  on  innocent  civilians  in 
the  United  States" 

"What  if  bombs  were  planted  in  Bos¬ 
ton  movie  theaters7  What  if  machine 
gun- toting  fanatics  started  shooting  up 
the  La  Guardia  and  O  Hare  airport  ter¬ 
minals?  What  if  terrorists  poisoned  the 
Los  Angeles  drinking  water7  What  if  a 
team  of  assassins  killed  several  high- 
ranking  executive,  legislative  and  judi¬

Detention  of  suspected  terrorists 
Governmental  controls  over  the  dis¬ 
semination  of  information  about  terrorist 
activities 

‘Increased  security  checks,  road¬ 
blocks.  and  searches  near  theaters, 
restaurants  and  other  public  gathering 
places’ 

My  predictions  have  proved  generally

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Quarantine 

Civil  libertarians  must  think  not  only 
about  current  threats  to  liberty  but  about 
potential  future  threats  as  well  tf,  for 
example  there  were  a  boterronst  attack 
involving  a  contagious  disease  such 
as  viral  smallpox,  as  distinguished  from 
bacterial  anthrax— one  immediate  re¬ 
sponse  would  be  to  quarantine  conta¬ 
gious  people  This  may  sound  relatively 
simple  from  a  legal  or  constitutional  per¬ 
spective.  since  most  contagious  people 
would  want  to  be  quarantined  But  if  his¬ 
tory  is  a  guide,  there  will  be  some  con¬ 
tagious  people  who  may  resist  being 
isolated  The  laws  of  quarantine,  which 
go  back  to  the  times  of  tuberculosis  and 
other  epidemics  are  inadequate  to  deal 
with  bioterrorism,  especially  in  an  era 
when  the  weapons  of  mass  infection 
might  include  suicide  carriers  sent  by 
terrorist  organizations  to  spread  disease 
as  widely  as  possible  The  quarantine 


mation  gleaned  through  certain  types  of 
interrogation  may  not  be  used  in  court 
against  the  person  interrogated  The 
Fifth  Amendment  privilege  agamst  self- 
mcrimination  does  not  itsetf  prohibit  in¬ 
terrogations  of  any  kind;  it  simply  pro¬ 
hibits  the  use  of  the  fruits  of  certain 
interrogations  in  a  criminal  case  At  least 
that  is  how  the  current  U  S  Supreme 
Court  has  interpreted  the  privilege 
against  setf-incrimination  This  has  led 
some  persons  to  conclude  that  the  use 
of  such  truth  serums  as  sodium  pen- 
tothol  might  well  be  constitutional  if  the 
truths  elicited  by  these  serums  are  used 
solely  to  prevent  acts  of  terrorism  and 
not  to  prosecute  any  individuals  Many 
intelligence  agencies  that  have  used 
truth  serums  have  been  extremely  dis¬ 
appointed  with  the  results  Although 
sodium  pentothol  may  help  a  witness 
remember  something  he  or  she  would 
like  to  remember  it  is  far  less  successful 
with  people  determined  to  keep  secrets 
Torture,  on  the  other  hand,  has  been 
extremefy  successful  m  eliciting  informa¬ 
tion  Even  zealots  willing  to  give  up  their

laws  now  on  our  books  provide  few  pro¬ 
tections  even  for  those  who  have  plau¬ 
sible  claims  of  misdiagnosis 
A  leading  scholar  of  quarantine  laws 
has  concluded  that  "both  law  and  sci¬ 
ence  have  changed  since  the  time 
when  quarantine  was  a  standard  tool 
against  infectious  disease  A  court  giv¬ 
ing  unquestioning  approval  to  quaran¬ 
tine  m  modern  circumstances  would  be 
utilizing  an  anachronistic  rationale "  And 
this  was  written  in  1985  in  the  context  of 
the  AIDS  epidemic  It  did  not  take  into 
account  the  weaponization  of  conta¬ 
gious  disease  The  time  has  come  for 
experts  to  rewrite  the  laws  of  quaran¬ 
tine,  making  them  both  more  responsive 
to  current  needs  and  more  protective  of 
civil  liberties 

Truth  Serums  and  Torture 

Another  issue  that  will  surely  arise  will 
involve  interrogation  techniques  The 
FBI  has  expressed  great  frustration  with 
its  inability  to  elicit  cooperation  from  sev¬ 
eral  detainees  who  it  believes  knew 
about  the  events  of  September  11  and 
may  know  about  other  planned  attacks 
The  law  is  extremely  unclear  about  what 
techniques  may  be  used  to  extract  infor¬ 
mation.  but  it  is  clear  in  stating  that  mfor- 
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lives  have  a  threshold  of  pain  beyond 
which  they  cannot  hold  out  So  the 
question  becomes  a  moral  and  constitu¬ 
tional  one:  Are  there  any  circumstances 
under  which  a  democratic  society 
should  be  prepared  to  employ  torture? 

The  case  for  torture  is  simple  and 
compelling  We  would  all  do  it  to  save 
a  loved  one  Imagine  your  child  being 
kidnapped  and  placed  in  a  buried  box 
You  capture  the  kidnapper,  who  refuses 
to  tell  you  where  your  child  is  buned  Of 
course  you  would  torture  even  kill 
the  kidnapper  to  save  your  daughter  It 
would  be  a  variation  on  self-defense 
And  if  you  are  wiling  to  torture  to  save 
your  own  child,  then  torturing  to  save 
thousands  of  people  should  seem  less 
morally  problematic 

But  there  is  a  difference  between 
approving  torture  in  a  particular  case 
and  accepting  the  principle  that  torture 
is  justified  under  a  cost-benefit  analysis 
The  issue  is  m  some  respects  similar  to 
the  debate  over  capital  punishment  It  is 
relatively  easy  to  justify  the  imposition  of 
the  death  penalty  on  a  dangerous  mass 
murderer  It  is  far  more  difficult  to  justify 
a  system  of  capital  punishment  that 
inevitably  results  in  the  execution  of 
innocents,  rehabililatable  prisoners,  and 


a  disproportionate  number  of  poor  and 
minority  defendants  The  same  Supreme 
Court  that  has  upheld  our  curreni  system 
of  capital  punishment  might  well  uphold 
a  system  of  judicially  supervised  tor- 
lure— perhaps  with  a  "torture  warrant"— 
so  long  as  the  information  is  not  used  to 
incriminate  the  tortured  person 

Punishment  of  Kin 

For  some  zealots,  torture  might  not 
work  When  his  Jordanian  captors  tried 
to  torture  Carlos  ‘The  Jackal"  into  dis¬ 
closing  planned  acts  of  terrorism,  they 
failed  They  then  moved  on  to  the  next 
step  They  imprisoned  Carlos  s  mother 
and  threatened  to  torture  her.  where¬ 
upon  he  confessed  The  punishment  of 
km  was  used  extensively  by  the  Nazis, 
who  called  it  sippenhaft  Every  time  a 
terrorist  act  occurred,  all  the  relatives 
and  loved  ones  of  the  suspected  terror¬ 
ist  were  rounded  up.  tortured,  and  killed 
This  brutal  methodology  deterred  even 
the  most  dedicated  and  selfless  zealots 
No  civilized  country  could,  of  course, 
punish  entirely  innocent  relatives  or 
friends  but  what  about  relatives  and 
friends  who  encourage  or  praise  suicide 
bombers7  Israel  has  adopted  a  policy  of 
destroying  the  empty  homes  of  relatives 
of  terrorists  when  evidence  supports 
that  those  relatives  may  have  been 
complicit  or  supportive  This  policy, 
however  has  backfired,  smce  it  looks 
terrible  to  blow  up  the  home  of  a 
screaming  mother  Moreover  terrorist 
organizations  like  Hamas  invariably  re¬ 
build  the  homes  and  make  large  cash 
payments  to  the  relatives  The  point  of 
even  mentioning  punishment  of  km  is  to 
demonstrate  that  if  we  (or  Israel)  were 
prepared  to  abandon  all  morality  in 
order  to  achieve  maximum  efficiency 
we  probably  could  make  a  significant 
dent  m  the  recruitment  of  suicide  terror¬ 
ists  We  choose  not  to  do  so  because 
we  ourselves  do  not  want  to  sink  to  the 
level  of  terrorists  who  kill  the  innocent 

Targeted  Assassination 

Israel  has  been  widely  condemned  for 
its  policy  of  targeted  assassinations 
of  terrorists  who  have  planned  or  are 
planning  attacks  against  civilians  The 
United  States  which  joined  in  that  cho¬ 
rus  of  condemnation-  has  since  the 
attacks  of  September  11,  announced  its 
own  policy  of  targeting  terrorist  leaders 
for  death  if  they  cannot  be  captured 
and  brought  to  trial  Preemptive  assas¬ 
sination  if  focused  on  repeat  assassins, 
may  result  in  far  fewer  collateral  deaths 
than  massive  retaliation  For  many  years 
now  the  United  States  has  eschewed  a 
policy  of  assassinating  heads  of  state 
Yet  for  all  that  we  apparently  targeted 
Slobodan  Milosevic,  and  at  this  writing 
we  re  targeting  Osama  bin  Laden  and 
other  terrorist  leaders  Even  many  who 
oppose  capital  punishment  seem  to 
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Collage  Iraternity  panics  are  known  to  gel  a  little  wild  but  tonight  promises  to  be  the

stock 

This  raises  the  question  of  a  more  political 
response  We  have  to  get  at  the  root  causes 
[of  terrorist  acts]  This  doesni  mean  that  we 
want  to  make  concessions  to  terrorists,  but 
there  seem  to  be  larger  questions  about  why 
such  acts  have  a  large  measure  of  support 
Why?  What  should  be  done?  Where  is  the 
water  m  which  the  terrorists  swim?  There's  a 
widespread  sense  of  alienation  in  many  soci 
eties  There  s  particularly  a  concern  among 
many  Muslims  about  how  the  world  works— 
that  they  re  subjected  to  double  standards, 
that  they  re  getting  the  sharp  end  of  the  stick 
more  than  anyone  else  This  is  of  course 
especially  true  in  the  Middle  East  That  s 
where  our  activity  should  be  more  urgent 

You  and  the  United  Nations  itself  re¬ 
ceived  the  Nobel  Peace  Prize  for  2001 
How  can  that  increased  diplomatic  mus¬ 
cle  be  put  to  use7 

Certainly  I  hope  that  we  can  put  the  Prize  to  good  use 
The  best  way  to  do  that  is  by  getting  member  states  to  pay 
more  attention  to  attaining  the  Millennium  Declaration  goals 
for  the  Third  World,  by  financing  and  by  devising  means  for 
development  This  is  important  for  the  future  of  the  world 
but  of  course  especially  for  the  future  of  the  poorer  nations 
There  should  be  greater  sensitivity  There  s  a  need  to  pay 
more  attention  to  the  environment  This  will  actually  con 
tribute  to  the  prosperity  of  the  prosperous  nations  as  well

Obviously  the  world  remains  full  of  dangers,  from  the  pro¬

we  have  already  begun  to  receive  contributions  to  that  effort 
The  increased  unity  of  governments  and  peoples  in  the  face  of 
the  world  s  major  problems  is  a  hopeful  sign  that  the  world  will 
be  a  safer  place  for  future  generations 
Are  weapons  of  mass  annihilation  such  as  neutron 
bombs  and  biochemical  weapons,  more  of  a  threat  than 
weapons  of  mass  destruction,  such  as  nuclear  and  high- 
explosive  warheads? 

The  UN  member  slates  have  put  in  place  conventions  pro¬ 
hibiting  weapons  of  mass  destruction  or  annihilation,  or  limiting 
their  use,  from  nuclear  weapons  to 
chemical  and  biological  weapons  I 
think  the  member  states  appreciate  the 
strong  threat  that  all  such  weapons 
have  posed,  and  I'm  grateful  for  the 
steps  that  are  being  taken  to  contain 
such  threats 

What  do  you  hope  to  see  come  out 
of  negotiations  like  those  concerning 
revision  of  the  1972  Anti-Ballistic  Mis¬ 
sile  Treaty.  America  s  'national  missile 
defense '  program,  the  trade  in  small 
arms,  and  so  on7 
I  think  it's  a  positive  sign  that  the 
United  States  government  is  trying  to 
consult  with  other  countries  on  such 
questions  as  the  Anti-Ballistic  Missile 
Treaty  and  other  relevant  agreements  I 
believe  there's  a  need  to  consolidate 
and  build  upon  existing  disarmament 
and  nonproliferation  agreements,  spe¬ 
cifically  to  prevent  a  new  arms  race 
and  to  maintain  the  nonweaponrzed 
status  of  outer  space  i  would  like  all 
states  to  negotiate  legally  binding  dis¬ 
armament  agreements  that  are  both 
verifiable  and  irreversible 
Are  these  the  principal  problems  fac¬ 
ing  the  United  Nations  and  the  world 7 
The  major  problems  that  the  world 
faces  ultimately  are  the  result  of 
inequality,  particularly  disparities  among 
and  within  nations  The  consequences 
of  such  inequality  can  be  seen  in 
everything  from  conflicts  over  scarce 
resources  to  the  massive  displacement 
of  people  unable  to  feed  themselves 
It's  apparent  in  differing  lives  led  by 
people  infected  by  HIV  In  the  indus¬ 
trialized  world  access  to  drugs  has 
allowed  people  to  go  about  their  nor¬ 
mal  lives  to  an  extent  that  was  unimag¬ 
inable  just  a  tew  years  ago  In  the  de¬ 
veloping  world  AIDS  is  ravaging  entire 
societies  If  we  are  serious  about  ad¬ 
dressing  the  world's  problems  we  must 
ensure  that  the  majority  of  the  worlds 
people  are  not  left  behind,  and  that  they 
too  can  enjoy  the  benefits  of  globaliza¬ 
tion,  from  the  expansion  of  information 
and  communications  technology  to 
prospects  for  increased  employment

You  have  more  prestige  than  any 
secretary-general  since  Dag  Ham- 
marskjbld  What  do  you  hope  to 
achieve  in  your  second  five-year  term? 

Thank  you  for  your  compliment,  but 
what  I  can  achieve  over  the  next  five 
years  does  not  depend  on  my  prestige 
as  you  kindly  put  it  but  on  the  willing¬ 
ness  of  the  member  states  to  carry  out 
the  ob)ecttves  to  which  they  agreed  in 
the  Millennium  Declaration  I  have  pre¬ 
sented  them  with  a  sort  of  road  map 
which  shows  that  these  objectives  can 
indeed  be  achieved  but  only  if  all  of  us 
devote  the  necessary  energy  and 
resources  to  the  task 

One  of  your  member  states  Kiribati 
(tormerty  the  GilDert  Islands],  is  disap¬ 
pearing  under  the  Pacific  Ocean  What 
are  your  views  on  the  Kyoto  Protocol, 
its  revisions,  global  warming,  and  the 
environment  generally ? 

Climate  change  is.  without  a  doubt, 
one  of  the  gravest  challenges  facing 
humankind  today  We  know  from  the 
best  available  science  that  melting  polar 
ice  caps  and  rising  sea  levels  are 
threatening  low-tying  island  nations  and 
coastal  areas  with  erosion  and  storm 
surges  And  in  a  warmer  and  wetter 
world  infectious  diseases  such  as  ma¬ 
laria  and  yetlow  fever  will  spread  more 
easily  Environmental  matters  are  intrin¬ 
sically  linked  to  the  economy,  national 
security  and  energy  issues 

Unfortunately,  the  effects  of  climate 
change  can  be  seen  only  in  the  long 
term,  so  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to  push 
governments  to  focus  on  the  issue  Never¬ 
theless,  climate  change  must  be  ad¬ 
dressed  as  a  core  policy  issue  And  all 
countries  must  be  involved  in  the  re¬ 
sponse,  since  none  is  immune  from  the 
threat  Over  the  years  there  have  been 
great  strides  in  understanding  that  if  we 
are  to  go  on  living  together  on  this  earth, 
we  must  all  be  responsible  for  it  That's 
why  I  was  so  pleased  that  at  the  meet¬ 
ing  m  Bonn  on  the  Kyoto  Protocol  there 
was  at  least  political  agreement  on  its 
workings  This  sends  a  strong  signal 
that  the  reduction  of  emissions  must 
become  an  integral  part  of  the  produc¬ 
tion  and  consumption  process  The 
Bonn  agreement  was  the  product  of  lots 
of  hard  work  and  much  compromise  It 
shows  that  there's  a  shared  understand¬ 
ing  of  the  urgency  of  alleviating  global 
warming 

The  mam  dangers  of  international 
warfare  would  seem  to  be  in  eastern, 
southeastern  and  southern  Asia  Is  Af¬ 
ghanistan  Qumtessentially  a  UN  prob¬ 
lem?  How  do  you  envisage  UN  in¬ 
volvement  m  these  conflicts? 

There  is  a  role  for  UN  mediation  not 
only  in  eastern,  southeastern,  and  south¬ 
ern  Asia  In  many  areas  the  UN  is  al¬ 
ready  present  in  a  variety  of  ways  In 
South  Asia  we  have  a  major  politics 
office  m  Islamabad  [Pakistan],  headed 


by  my  personal  representative.  Fran- 
cesc  Vendreil.  which  pushes  for  peace 
among  the  parties  in  Afghanistan  [at  the 
time  this  interview  is  being  conducted] 
The  UN  also  has  a  peacekeeping  pres¬ 
ence  that  has  helped  toward  calm  in 
Kashmir  called  the  UN  Military  Ob¬ 
server  Group  m  India  and  Pakistan  In 
southeastern  Asia  the  UN  Transitional 
Administration  in  East  Timor  has  been 
helping  to  guide  the  Timorese  people 
to  self-government  in  anticipation  of  in¬ 
dependence  a  goal  that  I  hope  [has 
been]  furthered  by  the  August  30.  2001 . 
election  of  a  constituent  assembly  The 
UN  has  provided  electoral  assistance 
Elsewhere  in  the  area  there  are  discus¬ 
sions  between  the  UN  and  the  gov¬ 
ernment  of  Cambodia  for  a  mixed  Cam- 
bodian-UN  court  to  try  Red  Khmer  lead¬ 
ers  for  crimes  dating  back  to  the  1970s 
I  hope  this  will  contribute  to  the  stability 
of  Cambodia 

In  Afghanistan  the  situation  is  fluid 
moving  rapidly  Yes.  it  is  qumtessentially 
a  UN  problem— but  I  suppose  it  de¬ 
pends  on  what  you  mean  by  that 
Obviously  there  are  both  national  and 
international  dimensions  The  UN  has 
been  involved  there  for  many  years,  so 
yes  it  is  a  UN  problem  But  the  UN  cant 
provide  a  solution  There  is  no  tailor- 
made  UN  solution  as  there  was  per¬ 
haps.  in  Cambodia  and  East  Timor 


Anyway,  the  role  of  the  UN  will  increase, 
essentially  the  role  of  supplying  Af¬ 
ghanistan  and  possibly  for  some  time 
an  international  force,  which  would  help 
the  Afghans  find  a  solution  of  their  own 
The  UN  will  not  be  taking  direct  respon¬ 
sibility.  the  UN  will  not  be  responsible  for 
law  and  order  in  the  country 

Over  the  years  there  have  been  ne¬ 
gotiations  for  the  withdrawal  of  Israel 
from  occupied  territory  In  practical 
terms,  is  it  time  to  return  to  UN  Security 
Council  resolutions  242  and  338  of 
1967—  a  withdrawal  to  the  1949  truce 
lines,  with  some  minor  adjustments? 

What  must  be  done  at  this  point  is  to 
get  both  sides  to  stop  a  destructive 
cycle  of  violence  that  spreads  death 
and  misery  among  both  Palestinians 
and  Israelis  Their  leaders  must  show 
the  necessary  political  courage  to  ad¬ 
here  to  existing  security  arrangements 
and  to  keep  negotiating  To  this  end.  it's 
encouraging  to  see  the  United  Nations, 
the  European  Union,  the  United  States, 
and  the  Russian  Federation  working 
together  with  the  single  purpose  of  get¬ 
ting  the  parties  back  on  the  political 
track  As  to  the  Security  Council  resolu¬ 
tions  to  which  you  refer  it  is  not  a  matter 
of  returning  to  them  They  never  went 
away'  The  inadmissibility  of  the  acquisi¬ 
tion  of  territory  by  force,  the  principle  of 
land  for  peace,  remains  the  basis  for  a 
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JUSTICE

Its  time  to  fonts  our  resources  on  terrorism ,  not  the  victimless  dimes  of  immorality. 


Mow  that  President  Bush  has  rightly  de¬ 
clared  an  all-out  war  on  terrorism,  the 
United  States  should  put  to  rest  the  futile 
wars  against  such  "vices'  of  society  as  drugs, 
pornography,  and  prostitution  Let  God  be  the 
/udge  of  so-called  immorality,  white  we  concen¬ 
trate  on  preventing 
terrorism  ana  punish¬ 
ing  those  who  com¬ 
mit  these  hideous 
acts,  all  too  often  In 
God  s  name 
A  significant  share 
of  our  limited  law- 
enforcement  budget 
is  dedicated  to  fight¬ 
ing  sinfulness  Some 
argue  that  the  cur¬ 
rent  war  on  vice  has 
the  collateral  bene¬ 
fit  of  helping  the  war 
on  terrorism  After  alt, 
it  is  said  a  border 
guard  checking  for 
drugs  might  come 
across  explosives  or 
biological  weapons, 
an  investigator  surf¬ 
ing  the  Web  for  k<d- 
die-porn  could  stum¬ 
ble  upon  a  terrorist 
message 

This  is  nonsense 
Investigators  are  best 
when  they  specialize  in  a  particular  type  of 
crime  a  vice  cop  does  not  necessarily  make  a 
good  terrorist  cop  We  must  now  get  our  priori¬ 
ties  straight  by  training  more  officers  specifi¬ 
cally  for  terrorist  prevention  The  terrorist  cells 
hidden  alt  over  this  country  are  what  need  to  be 
infiltrated,  not  drug  and  pornography  rings 
Yes,  terror  organizations  like  Al  Qaeda  may  be 
trafficking  drugs  to  support  their  cause  In  that 
case  theres  a  good  reason  for  a  thorough  inves¬ 
tigation,  just  as  it  would  be  necessary  to  focus 
on  the  inside  trading  of  stocks  if  such  methods 
were  financing  a  terrorist  network  But  we  cannot 
afford  to  coniinue  the  failing  expensive,  tired  old 
war  on  vice  when  we  have  dangerous  enemies 
actively  attempting  to  destroy  us 
Trying  to  control  vice  makes  little  sense  even 
during  times  of  relative  tranquility  This  battle 
we  ve  declared  on  narcotics  has  made  drug 
prices  soar  and  created  severe  competition 
among  dealers  It  has  actually  increased  the 
amount  of  violence  directed  against  innocent 


citizens  Every  person  held  up  by  an  addict  in 
search  of  money  for  a  fix  is  a  collateral-damage 
victim  of  the  war  on  vice 
In  addition  to  diverting  critical  resources 
away  from  more  pressing  immediate  needs,  the 
foolish  efforts  of  some  politicos  to  criminal¬ 
ize  vice  have  made 
many  Americans  un¬ 
derstandably  suspi¬ 
cious  of  governmen¬ 
tal  efforts  to  expand 
investigative  power 
at  the  expense  of 
civil  liberties  Con¬ 
sider  for  example 
the  roving  wiretap, 
which  enables  law- 
enforcement  officials 
to  follow  the  phone 
conversations  of  a 
specific  person  rath¬ 
er  than  a  specific 
telephone  When  pol¬ 
iticians  sought  to  le¬ 
galize  the  use  of  rov¬ 
ing  wiretaps  against 
drug  dealers  prior 
to  the  September  11 
attacks  many  civil 
libertarians  consid¬ 
ered  it  an  un|ustified 
move  (Similar  con¬ 
cerns  nave  been  ex¬ 
pressed  over  other 
law-enforcement  techniques,  like  expanded 
authority  to  seize  money  associated  with  ter¬ 
rorism  )  Today  the  roving  wiretap  is  truly  needed 
to  track  terrorists,  yet  some  civil  libertarians 
remain  skeptical,  having  seen  governmental 
abuse  of  power  in  the  drug  war 
Every  dollar  and  minute  spent  trying  to  keep 
people  away  from  their  vice  are  a  dollar  and  a 
minute  that  can  be  put  to  better  use  Future 
terrorist  attacks  are  more  apt  to  be  thwarted  if 
law-enforcement  officials  refuse  to  waste  our 
precious  cnme-fighting  resources  The  officials 
guarding  our  borders  are  overwhelmed  trying 
to  prevent  drugs,  prostitution,  and  pornogra¬ 
phy  from  enter.ng  the  United  States  Our  pris¬ 
ons  are  filled  with  people  whose  only  victims  are 
themselves  The  real  victims  are  the  thousands 
of  men  and  women  who  died  on  September  11. 
and  the  families  they  left  behind  If  we  con¬ 
tinue  to  fight  the  losing  battle  on  immorality 
m  this  new  age  of  terrorism,  a  whole  new  group 
of  victims  will  be  created  ot— a 
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climbed  into  her  car  and  drove  away  It

Do  you  believe  that  the  Israeli  civil¬ 
ian  settlements  m  the  occupied  territo¬ 
ries  have  to  go,  or  might  a  lew  of  them 
be  allowed  to  remain  in  exchange  for 
territory  given  to  Israel  when  the  UN 
created  it  in  1947? 

The  presence  of  settlements  in  the 
occupied  territories,  along  with  the  con¬ 
tinuing  construction  of  bypass  roads  for 
the  exclusive  use  of  Israeli  settlers,  is 
viewed  by  Palestinians  and  many  others 
as  one  of  the  important  causes  of  this 
crisis  The  possibility  of  a  land  ex¬ 
change  as  part  of  a  final  settlement  is 
up  to  the  parties  themselves,  and  I 
would  not  want  to  prejudge  what  they 
might  agree  to  What  is  important  is  that 
a  final  agreement  responds  both  to  the 
legitimate  desire  of  the  Palestinians  for 
national  independence  and  to  the  legit¬ 
imate  claims  of  the  Israelis  to  recogni¬ 


tion  and  security,  based  on  the  relevant 
Security  Council  resolutions 
Should  the  UN  play  a  role  in  bringing 
a  Palestinian  state  into  existence? 

The  United  Nations  is  playing  a  rote  in 
trying  to  bring  about  an  agreed,  negoti¬ 
ated  solution  on  the  basis  of  UN  resolu¬ 
tions  It's  abundantly  clear  that  there  has 
to  be  a  viable  Palestinian  stale  willing  to 
live  m  peace  with  its  Israeli  neighbor 
British  Prime  Minister  Tony  Blair 
used  the  term  viable  and  the  British 
Foreign  Office  s ays  that  means  a  con¬ 
tiguous  state,  not  one  divided  by  Is¬ 
raeli  settlements 

You're  right  It  all  goes  back  to  Re¬ 
solution  242.  with  its  strong  implication 
that  Israel  should  withdraw  from  the  ter 
ritories  occupied  in  1967  This  wouldn't 
link  Gaza  and  Ihe  West  Bank,  but  there 
could  be  a  corridor  between  the  two  not 
subject  to  Israeli  checkpoints  One 
would  imagine  that  would  be  part  of  a 
negotiated  solution 
With  international  borders  no  Israeli 
forces  on  the  Palestine-JorOan  border? 

This  has  to  be  negotiated  between 
the  parties,  but  it  would  be  difficult  to 
imagine  a  Palestinian  state  cut  off  from 
Jordan 

Is  there  a  permanent  role  for  a  UN 
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military  force  m  areas  of  tension ?  If  so, 
would  it  be  a  standing  force,  or  one 
based  on  rapid-force  commitments  by 
member  states ? 

UN  peacekeeping  missions,  formed 
from  contingents  supplied  by  member 
states,  have  an  honorable  record  in 
many  parts  of  the  world  including  Leb¬ 
anon.  and  were  awarded  the  Nobel 
Peace  Prize  in  1988  The  UN  has  now 
developed  a  standby-arrangements 
system  under  which  participating  mem¬ 
ber  states  inform  us  of  what  troops  or 
other  relevant  assets  they  can  provide 
us  within  30-day  or  90-day  periods  This 
system  allows  us  to  have  a  betler  pic¬ 
ture  of  how  we  can  respond  rapidly  to 
crises,  so  that  we  do  not  have  to  wait 
several  months  before  we  can  deploy 
an  effective  peace-keeping  presence 

Is  there  a  role  for  others  outside  the 
UN  framework,  such  as  Norway  and 
the  European  Union  in  the  Middle  East, 
the  EU  m  southeastern  Europe,  even 
the  United  States  somewhere? 

Yes.  of  course  All  of  the  major  actors 
have  a  constructive  role  to  play  m  all  of 


these  crises  Norway,  for  example,  has 
been  in  the  forefront  of  such  efforts  As 
you  know  they  were  the  facilitators  of 
what  became  known  as  the  Oslo  Ac¬ 
cords.  and  they  were  also  very  active  in 
Sri  Lanka  in  trying  to  bring  about  a 
peaceful  resolution  of  the  ongoing  con¬ 
flict  between  the  government  and  the 
Tamil  Tigers  As  you  mention,  theres 
been  an  increased  role  for  the  European 
Union  m  the  crisis  in  the  Middle  East  as 
well  as  in  the  Balkans  The  recent  ac¬ 
cord  between  the  government  of  the  for¬ 
mer  Yugoslav  republic  of  Macedonia 
and  the  ethnic  Albanian  rebels  is  a  per¬ 
fect  example  of  the  usefulness  of  an 
increased  participation  of  the  EU  in  in¬ 
ternational  diplomacy  In  some  cases, 
for  whatever  reason,  negotiating  an  end 
to  a  conflict  within  a  UN  framework  may 
not  be  possible  so  it  is  very  important 
that  other  actors  be  available 
Concerning  the  Middle  East  there  are 
a  number  of  special  envoys,  represent¬ 
ing  various  countries  and  international 
organizations,  including  the  United  Na¬ 
tions  who  are  actively  engaged  They  all 
have  a  role  to  play  in  the  search  for 
peace  In  fact  they  are  all  working  to¬ 
ward  a  common  goal,  that  of  ending  the 
violence  and  getting  the  parties  to  nego¬ 


tiate  What  is  important  Is  that  they  do 
get  them  to  the  table,  not  how  many  peo¬ 
ple  it  takes  to  get  them  there 

What  s  the  future  lor  the  Compre¬ 
hensive  Nuclear  Test  Ban  which  Pres¬ 
ident  Clinton  signed  but  which  Presi 
dent  Bush  says  he  will  not  submit  to 
Congress  for  ratification? 

There  will  be  a  [UN]  conference  or 
this  shortly  The  treaty  needs  ratification 
by  44  named  member  states.  13  of 
those  ratifications  are  still  awaited  I 
appeal  to  all  13  to  do  so  In  the  light  of 
September  11,  this  should  be  more 
urgent  The  next  September  11  could  be 
nuclear 

You've  put  a  heavy  stress  on  alien¬ 
ation  and  discrimination  You  must 
have  been  disappointed  that  the 
United  States  and  Israel  stayed  away 
from  the  conference  on  racism  in  Dur 
ban.  South  Africa 

At  the  beginning  of  a  new  century, 
there  are  too  many  societies  that  remain 
mired  in  ethnic  conflict,  in  the  fear  of 
those  they  think  of  as  "the  others,"  and 
too  many  people  who  are  discriminated 
against  because  they  belong  to  a  par¬ 
ticular  ethnic  or  religious  group  We 
need  international  willingness  to  look 
unflinchingly  at  every  society  in  the 
world,  and  at  those  flaws  that  exacer¬ 
bate  rather  than  eliminate  racism  and 
discrimination  The  tragedies  of  the  past 
need  to  be  acknowledged,  but  if  we  are 
to  move  forward  on  this  issue,  we  must 
not  become  captives  of  the  past  Old 
wounds  should  be  examined  but  not 
reopened  For  the  millions  of  people 
who  suffer  daily  from  all  types  of  dis¬ 
crimination.  we  cannot  allow  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  which  the  Durban  Conference 
brought  to  go  to  waste 

Is  what's  called  globalization  a 
threat  or  an  inevitability?  Is  it  a  good 
thing,  a  bad  thing,  or  a  bit  of  both? 

I  believe  that  globalization  is  inev¬ 
itable  Indeed,  the  word  describes  a

Truth  is  often  called  the  first  casualty  of 
war  Both  Republican  and  Democratic

Instead  of 
focusing  on  the  war  effort,  these  two  clowns 
pressured  Bush  to  bow  to  the  right  wing  of  his 
party  Bush  gave  in,  and  the  idiot  bill  has 
passed  in  the  House  Precious  months  were 
lost  When  the  bill  finally  cleared  the  Senate 
and  was  signed  by  the  president  the  screen¬ 
ing  force  was  in  fact  federalized  But  with 
the  ink  barely  dry  Transportation  Secretary 
Norman  Mineta  admitted  that  there  are  not

Our  nation's  security  is  far  too  important  to 
let  the  lowest  bidder  guard  our  key  assets, 
but  that  is  exactly  what  the  government  has 
often  done  The  armed  forces  even  use  pri¬ 
vate  security  firms  to  protect  many  of  their 
facilities  Billions  have  been  paid  out  to  cheap 
security  contractors  since  the  1970s,  and 
we've  seen  how  poorly  that  money  was  spent 
Historically,  our  country's  decision  makers 


have  been  short¬

and  glaring  ex¬ 
ample  being  our 
support  of  Osama  bin  Laden  and  the  Afghan 
rebels  as  they  fought  Soviet  invaders  in  the 
1980s  President  Bush  now  says  that  any 
country  that  aids  or  harbors  terrorists  is  our 
enemy  Yet  the  president  has  exempted  Saudi 
Arabra— though  its  government  is  known  to  ap¬ 
pease  and  pay  off  terrorists— and  the  House 
leadership  has  encouraged  this  insanity 

Because  the  U  S  government  harbors  an 
intense  fear  of  offending  oil  despots,  our 
intelligence  and  investigative  services  have 
been  ordered  to  tread  softly  when  it  comes  to 
Saudi  Arabia  and  other  Gulf  states— even  In 
investigating  terrorist  acts  against  Americans 

Nineteen  members  of  our  Air  Force  were 
killed  by  bin  Laden's  stooges  in  the  1996 
bombing  of  Kobar  Towers  in  Saudi  Arabia  but 
the  FBI  was  never  permitted  to  investigate  the

Some  might  see  this  headline  as  the  sad  sell-eulogy  of  the 
Onion  the  online  and  print  newspaper  that  spoofs  culture  and 
politics  and  reads  like  USA  Today  as  edited  by  Alfred  E 

Neuman 

From  its  inception  the  Onion  has  parodied  media  cover¬ 
age  and  what  we  deem  newsworthy  exposing  larger  issues 
about  American  society  through  humor  A  typical  week's 
worth  of  headlines  may  include  Nations  Porn  Stars  Demand 
to  Be  Fucked  Harder,*  “Bush  Trying  to  Decide  How  to  Spend 
His  Tax  Refund,’  and  "Surgeon  General  Americans  Have 
Gigantic  Fat  Asses " 

I  visited  them  last  year  at  their  new  New  York  headquarters 
and  sat  m  on  an  editorial  meeting  Dressed  in  the  slacker  uni¬ 
form  of  retro  theme  T-shirts  and  baggy  shorts,  they  batted 
around  ideas  over  assorted  takeout  containers  Between 
soda  runs  they  hashed  out  possible  articles  on  Janet  Reno 
Chechnya  and  the  more  pressing  matter  of  the  growing  pop¬ 
ularity  of  salsa  as  a  condiment 

Did  I  mention  one  of  the  writers  was  buck-naked7 
In  honor  of  Penthouse’  Joe  Garden  sa»d  of  his  pasty  bare 
chest  and  flaccid  perns,  a  Rosie  O  Donnell  doll  smiling  like  a 
deranged  kewpie  on  the  bookshelf  behind  his  head 

That  was  before  September  11 

When  I  stop  by  Onion  HQ  soon  after  the  terrorist  attacks, 
staffers  are  still  figuring  out  that  fine  line  between  humor  and 


publication  would  have  kept  a  low  profile  until  things  blew 
over,  and  then  skipped  the  issue  altogether  Instead  "Ameri¬ 
can  Life  Turns  Into  Bad  Jerry  Bruckheimer  Movie.”  "God 
Angrily  Clarifies  'Don't  Kill'  Rule,  "A  Shattered  Nation  Longs  to 
Care  About  Stupid  Bullshit  Again " 

On  the  Onion's  first  day  back  online,  its  site  received  a 
record  399.791  visitors— about  100000  more  than  the  previ¬ 
ous  peak  the  week  after  the  2000  presidential  elections 
Within  hours  of  their  post-attack  coverage  going  up.  readers 
posted  their  reactions  on  Plastic  com,  an  Internet  news-com¬ 
mentary  site  'God  bless  the  Onion."  wrote  one  fan 

"I  was  actually  nauseous  the  whole  week,’  says  Joe  Gar¬ 
den.  who  donned  clothes  after  his  butt  started  sticking  to  his 
ergonomic  chair  'Not  that  we  were  dong  the  wrong  thing,  but 
because  I  thought  we'd  come  off  as  doing  the  wrong  thing " 

Garden  has  a  habit  of  taking  off  his  pants  in  front  of  fellow 
journalists  Last  year  the  Onion  moved  from  Madison 
Wisconsin,  home  of  the  cheese-head  and  polka,  to  media- 
central  New  York  City,  home  of  the  cell  phone  and  power 
lunch,  to  help  facilitate  its  leap  to  the  major  leagues  The  New 
Yorker  Gotham  s  bastion  of  intellectual  high-mmdedness  and 
good  taste,  which  had  previously  adjudged  the  Onion  "the 
funniest  publication  m  the  United  States,"  invited  the  staff  out 
tor  a  friendly  softball  match  as  a  welcome  to  the  city  Garden 
dropped  troo  during  the  game  while,  from  the  bleachers, 
head  writer  Todd  Hanson  mercilessly  razzed  some  of  New 
York's  finest  journalists 

They  beat  the  crap  out  of  us."  says  Garden,  by  now  used  to

offensiveness  As  evidenced  by  David  Lettermans  and  Jon 
Stewart's  shell-shocked  first  shows  back  on  air  being  fun¬ 
ny  has  suddenly  become  hard  Especially  when  a  good  por¬ 
tion  of  your  |okes  derive  from  Americas  political  leaders  and 
their  foibles 

It's  fall  in  New  York,  so  the  staff  s  shorts  and  T-shirts  have 
been  replaced  by  torn  jeans  and  ftannei  button-downs  Reno 
has  been  replaced  by  Rumsfeld,  Chechnya  by  Afghanistan, 
and  the  popularity  of  salsa  has  been  replaced  by  whether  or 
not  Lara  Ftynn  Boyle  bleaches  her  anus 

Oh.  and  Joes  still  naked 

'September  11  didn't  really  change  the  Onion  except  to  the 
exient  that  it  changed  the  world,  and  the  Onion  reflects  the 
world,'  says  Tim  Harrod  a  staff  writer 

This  is  good  news  for  the  Onion’s  large  fan  base,  which 
turns  to  the  paper  for  its  unblinking  critique  of  culture  and 
Swiftian  approach  to  satire  Over  the  past  ten  years  the  Onion 
has  quietly  become  the  Next  Big  Thing  in  comedy  Its  suc¬ 
cess  is  the  tale  of  the  Little  Independent  That  Could  In  a 
media  world  where  a  handful  of  corporations  owns  all  the 
major  news  and  entertainment  outlets,  these  satirists  have  man¬ 
aged  to  expand  without  being  bought  out  or  cushioning  their 
sensibility  to  appeal  to  the  masses  Their  empire  has  grown  to 
include  books  radio  shows  and  possible  movie  deals  Their 
fans  range  from  late-night  host  Conan  O  Brien  to  Simpsons 
creator  Matt  Groening  to  former  Vice  President  AJ  Gore— who 
has  found  himself  the  brunt  of  many  an  Onion  headline  includ¬ 
ing  Gore  Upset  That  Clinton  Doesn  t  Call  Anymore ' 

Their  humor  drifts  from  lowest-common-denominator  shtick 
to  acute  political  commentary,  with  the  same  biting  tone  no 
matter  how  high  or  lowbrow  the  subject  ’If  I  had  to  choose 
three  words  to  describe  us,  I'd  say  smart  mean,  and  honest  " 
says  editor-in-chief  Rob  Siegel,  who  is  loath  to  be  lumped  in 
with  the  empty  shock  antics  of  MTVs  Jackass  or  a  Farrelly 
brothers  flick 

"We  don't  want  to  be  offensive  for  offensiveness's  sake,” 
says  Siegel  "We  really  take  pains  to  make  sure  whatever 
we  say  we  re  on  the  right  side  of  the  issue  There  s  no  subject 
we  would  never  joke  about  * 

Take  their  September  11  coverage  A  more  timid  humor 
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crushing  defeat  (back 
m  Wisconsin,  the 
Onion  gang  lost  17  of 
then  21  games  with 
two  wins  by  forfeit)  "I 
actually  got  a  dig  in  at 
one  of  the  cartoonists 
I  was  manning  third 
base,  and  he  said.

Garden's  nudism 
stunt  typifies  the  hu¬ 
mor  that  has  earned 
the  Onion  its  reputa¬ 
tion  as  one  of  the  sharpest  satirical  publications  today  Re¬ 
fusing  to  align  themselves  with  any  institution  or  group,  they 
remain  quintessential  outsiders  Their  style  is  pointed  and 
political  no  matter  how  revered  or  off  limits  the  subject 
whether  it  be  Columbine  ("Columbine  Jocks  Safely  Resume 
Bullying*)  or  Christopher  Reeve  (  Christopher  Reeve  Placed 
Atop  Washington  Monument")  And  whenever  big-deal  pub¬ 
lications  like  the  New  Yorker  extend  a  hand  to  welcome 
the  Onion  to  their  prestigious  ranks  the  Onion  not  only  says 
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No  thank  you,"  but  undoes  its  belt  buckle  and  moons  them 
The  paper  was  brought  into  the  world  in  1988  on  the  cam¬ 
pus  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin  in  Madison  by  students 
Tim  Keck  and  Chris  Johnson  It  was  a  black-and-white  give¬ 
away  with  coupons  for  Mikes  Super  Subs  on  the  back  "The 
U  Wisconsin  campus  is  inundated  with  the  most  serious 
lead-footed,  politically  minded  student  journalism  you  ve  ever 
seen  ’  says  staff  writer  John  Krewson  "It's  a  very  political 
campus  Itts  huge— 50,000  students— so  there  were  seven  or 
eight  weekly  papers  We  were  the  tun  one  ” 

The  setting  was  ripe  for  the  Onion  to  take  root  and  develop 
its  formula  It's  unlikely  the  publication  could  have  been  born 
m  the  savage  media-saturated  New  York  market  "Out  in

Wisconsin,  tar  from  the  entertainment 
industry  it  had  time  to  find  its  voce  with¬ 
out  any  interference,"  says  Siegel  “It 
was  a  good  ten  years  before  anybody 
really  paid  it  any  attention  If  we  were  in 
New  York  people  would  have  been 
more  impatient  with  it." 

Keck  and  Johnson  turned  over  the 
Onion  alter  about  a  year  to  Peter  Haise, 
now  the  company's  CEO,  and  Scott 
Dikkers,  who  has  since  left  the  paper 
Originally,  the  sheet  was  a  combination 
of  tabloidy  Weekly  World  News  head¬ 
lines  and  sophomoric  college  humor 
After  a  few  years  it  found  its  formula 
and  started  to  resemble  its  current 
incarnation  In  1994  Haise  and  Dikkers 
launched  a  regional  edition  m  Mil¬ 
waukee  and  later  expanded  to  Denver 
and  Chcago 

While  they've  always  had  a  strong 
base  in  the  college  bong-hit  set  things 
really  took  off  when  the  Onion  went 
online  in  1996  Its  antiestablishment  par¬ 
odies,  like  "14-Year-Old  Collapses  Un¬ 
der  Weight  of  Corporate  Logos,"  were 
forwarded  into  office  inboxes  across 


the  nation  traveling  from  cubicle  to 
cubicle  like  the  whispers  of  a  worker- 
bee  revolution 

"We  were  m  the  right  place  at  the  right 
time,"  says  Garden  We  had  actual¬ 
ly  established  oursefves  in  a  smaller  en¬ 
vironment  as  a  comedy  source  We 
knew  what  we  were  doing,  we  had 
a  focus,  so  when  we  went  online  it  was 
just  a  matter  of  putting  the  printed  page 
up— we  had  already  worked  out  the 
kinks  The  Internet  is  the  biggest  reason 
we  caught  on " 

These  days,  while  other  comedy  sites 
have  folded  into  the  dotcom  graveyard, 
the  Onion  gets  up  to  a  million  hits  a 
week  Starbucks  firewalied  the  Website 
from  its  corporate  server,  citing  it  as 
being  too  antiproductive  for  l he  coffee 
chams  employees  (The  move  came  on 
the  heels  of  the  Onion  article  "Star- 
bucks  to  Begm  Sinister  Phase  Two'  of 
Operation ')  Besides  a  handful  of  Web¬ 
by  awards  (the  Internet  s  answer  to 
the  Oscars)  and  the  Thurber  Prize  for 
American  Humor,  the  Onion  was  men¬ 
tioned  on  Who  Wants  to  Be  a  Million¬ 
aire  the  gauge  of  cultural  relevance  m 
our  society 

Onion  Radio  News,  the  broadcast 
version  of  the  paper,  is  syndicated  to 
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more  than  100  stations  DreamWorks 
optioned  two  of  its  articles,  "  10th  Circle 
Added  to  Rapidly  Growing  Heir  and 
“Canadian  Girlfriend  Unsubstantiated " 
Earlier  this  year  the  Onion  inked  a  deal 
with  Miramax  for  first-look  rights  to  story 
ideas  They're  basically  paying  for  first 
rights  to  our  prams,'  says  editor  Siegel 
"In  return,  we  have  a  nice  inside  track  to 
getting  a  movie  made  ' 

On  the  publishing  front,  they  ve  re¬ 
leased  three  books  Our  Dumb  Cen¬ 
tury  The  Onion  Presents  100  Years  ot 
Headlines  From  America  s  Finest  News 
Source  (which  stayed  on  the  New  York 
Times  best  seller  list  for  24  weeks).  The 
Onion  s  Finest  News  Reporting,  and 
Dispatches  From  the  Tenth  Circle  The 
Best  of  the  Onion 

The  next  logical  step  is  television,  a 
possibility  they  have  not  discounted  but 
which  they  are  nesitant  to  confirm  “I'm 
sure  it  would  be  a  small  cultish  Larry 
Sanders- type  thing,'  says  Siegel  The 
audience  would  change  if  we  ran  it  on 
NBC  The  bigger  the  audience  the  more 
broad  you  have  to  be  with  your  humor' 


Creative  freedom,  the  Onion  main¬ 
tains,  is  the  biggest  consideration 
when  it  comes  to  such  deals  While 
there's  no  doubt  all  concerned  would 
welcome  the  larger  paychecks  that 
would  come  with  a  corporate  relation¬ 
ship  they  would  be  nervous  about 
being  forced  to  tone  down  the  Onion 
aesthetic  'There's  something  about 
people  who  acquire  things,'  says  John 
Krewson.  the  staff's  sole  Married  Guy, 
whether  it  be  a  big  company  or  a  girl¬ 
friend;  they  then  want  to  change  you 
into  something  they  did  not  like  in  the 
first  place  * 

Given  their  antiestablishment  slant, 
perhaps  the  most  ironic  measure  of 
their  arrival  to  the  big  time  was  Siegel's 
nomination  by  People  magazine  to  its 
Top  100  list  of  eligible  bachelors  for 
2001  He  was  living  in  my  computer 
room  at  the  time.'  says  Krewson 

Keeping  its  ego  in  check  may  be  the 
Onion's  best  safeguard  against  slipping 
into  elitist  doctors  or  lawyers  type 
humor  Onion  staffers  have  never  had 
compunctions  about  turning  their  cultur¬ 
al  criticism  on  themselves  They  may 
make  fun  of  small-town  slackers  who 
watch  too  much  cable  and  eat  too  much 
pizza,  but  they  re  the  first  to  admit  that's 


exactly  who  they  themselves  are  Each 
writer  specializes  in  a  subject  that  he  or 
she  embodies — even  though  by  the 
time  4  gets  through  a  merciless  editing 
process  all  traces  of  individuality  are 
effectively  subsumed  into  one  single 
Onion-flavored  voice 

Tim  Harrod,  who  could  have  been  a 
Trekkie  if  things  had  turned  out  different¬ 
ly  in  life  comes  up  with  most  of  the  sto¬ 
nes  about  geek  culture  Todd  Hanson 
who  wears  his  dour  cynicism  as  easily 
as  he  does  his  beat-up  American-flag 
Converse  sneakers  excels  at  covering 
the  horrors  of  modern  existence  Senior 
editor  Carol  Kofb  who  used  to  run  the 
Madison  Museum  of  Bathroom  Tissue 
back  in  Wisconsin  is  responsible  for 
most  of  their  shticks  about  small  town 
America  Krewson  who's  attended  a 
lot  of  Packers  games — addresses  'man¬ 
ly  man'  issues  Maria  Schneider  does 
their  turn-of-the-century  references  (“It 
comes  up  more  often  than  you  would 
think,*  says  Siegel)  Chris  Karwowski 
does  their  food-retaied  items  And  then 
there  s  Joe  Garden  the  naked  guy 

As  the  graphics  director.  Mike  Loew 
(who  wrote  the  book  Tough  Call  Hard- 
Hitting  Phone  Pranks )  probably  has  the 
hardest  |ob  of  the  bunch  He  procures 
the  photos  that  illustrate  articles  like 
'Area  Lesbians  Engage  in  Hot  Lesbian 
Action."  That  story  was  a  spoof  on  the 
old  porn  cliche,  and  entailed  convinc¬ 
ing  the  two  butchest  women  he  could 
find  to  pose  for  a  picture  There's  just 
no  d>gmty,'  Loew  says,  shaking  hrs  head 
and  resting  his  hand  on  the  toosbal! 
table  that  decorates  the  office— a  gift 
from  Crown  Books  publishers  of  Our 
Dumb  Century 

Loew  has  some  help  from  photog¬ 
rapher  Chad  Nackers.  who,  with  his 
swinging  ponytail  and  goatee  is  their 
Jesus-photo  stand-in  (which  also 
comes  up  more  often  than  you  d  think) 

As  staffers  are  quick  to  point  out. 
none  came  from  a  comedy  background 
Todd  Hanson  was  a  dishwasher  before 
the  Onion  started  paying  Tim  Harrod 
sold  sandwiches  up  the  street  Most 
Omon  grads,  however,  have  found 
themselves  plum  positions  in  comedy 
writing  One  is  at  Fox's  Futurama,  anotn- 
ers  the  head  writer  at  The  Daily  Show 
With  Jon  Stewart 

But  mostly  the  writer  turnaround  is 
roughly  that  of  the  Rolling  Stones  not 
until  someone  dies  Most  Onion  staffers 
have  been  there  close  to  a  decade  and 
were  happy  enough  with  their  jobs  lo 
uproot  their  lives  and  move  to  New  York 
The  camaraderie  ot  the  group  is  appar¬ 
ent  to  anyone  who  encounters  it  en 
masse  They  rib  each  other  m  front  of

The  won)  pimp  conjures  on  image  of  a  Mack  hepcat  in  a 
flamboyant  polyester  suit,  a  hustling  thug  who  will  do 
about  anything  to  collect  hts  money.  Rnsebudd,  a  veter¬ 
an  player  with  20  vears'  experience  on  the  street,  adds 
complexity  and  a  ditlercnt  dimension  to  that  profile  with  his  book 
Rosebudd  The  American  bmp.  which  chronicles  his  transfbrma 
tK*n  from  college  student  to  jump  to  writer.  Unlike  the  stereotype, 
Kosebudd,  who  was  featured  in  the  Hughes  brothers’  1999  docu 
mentarv  American  Pimp,  is  educated,  doesn't  come  from  a  bro¬ 
ken  home,  and  doesn’t  profess  hatred  toward  women. 

In  the  beginning  Kosebudd  was  known  merely  as  John  Dickson 
He  was  bom  in  Vallejo,  (  alifumia,  in  1952.  His  parents,  sharecrop¬ 
pers  from  the  South,  raised  11  children  in  an  extremely  religious 
house  Isold  “My  parents  were  pro  establishment,  and  encouraged 
us  never  to  cause  any  fiiss  and  forbade  us  to  wear  our  hair  natural,” 
he  says  “They  w  anted  us  to  be  good  black  people  ” 

Rosebudd’s  strict  upbringing  was  one  of  the  tilings  that  pro¬ 
pelled  him  toward  the  Black  Panthers  at  age  14  He  had  to  keep 
his  involvement  a  secret  for  fear  his  daddy  would  give  him  a  hell 
uva  whooping.  It  was  during  his  six  year  stretch  with  the  Panthers 
that  Rosebudd  learned  about  himself,  the  streets,  and  disenmina 
tion  He  partook  in  the  organization's  “goon  squad,"  a  group  of 
brothers  that  would  beat  up  whites  when  they  heard  about  in 
justices  against  blacks. 


Having  such  a  large  family,  you  didn’t  really  have  shit.  So  as 
you're  growing  up,  you  want  stuff  Cutting  grass  ain’t  doing  it 
[Pimping  is |  the  ultimate  hustle  for  a  guy  in  the  ghetto.  That’s 
why  you  have  millionaire  rappers  talking  about  pimping 

What  exactly  was  it  about  pimping  that  i rat  so  alluring  to  you  ? 
The  glamour,  the  glitz.  No  other  hustle  is  in  your  face  like 
pimping.  You  know,  anvthing  else  gambling,  selling  dope,  steal 
ing  cars — you  have  to  do  it  in  the  dark  or  behind  wails.  Pimping  is 
done  right  out  in  the  public  It  is  very',  very  flamboyant.  Ansi  I 
liked  that,  you  know.  That’s  how  I  was, 

How  did  you  man aac  to  catch  your  first  ho? 

Ihis  girl  1  knew,  Sandy,  used  to  watch  me  play  pool  in  Vallejo. 
She  was  a  white  broad.  1  had  been  seeing  her  for  some  vears,  but  I 
had  never  really  flicked  with  her  because  back  then  I  was  a  racist 
dude.  I  think  it  was.  like,  two  weeks  before  graduation,  and  she 
was  like,  “What  are  you  gonna  do  when  you  graduate’"  She  knew 
I  was  a  hustler  and  shit.  And  I  say,  “I  wanna  be  a  fucking  pimp  I 
don’t  want  to  be  going  to  no  damn  school  ”  And  she  said, 
“Really?  I’ll  be  your  ho."  I  swear,  that’s  how  that  happened.

Well,  when  we  started  pimping  and  slut,  all  people  talked  about 
was  Hollywood.  People  from  Oakland  or  wherever,  they  all  say 
they  gonna  go  to  Hollywood  one  day,  that’s  where  the  real  thing 
is.  Them  LA.  niggers  was  fly,  boy.  They  had  brand  new  cars,  they

Meanwhile,  he  attended  Sonoma  State  (College  “Initially,  there 
were  only  12  blacks  among,  like,  3,500  students,  and  two  of  them 
were  my  sisters,”  he  jokes  Hoping  to  leam  more  about  black  his 
tory,  he  majored  in  ethnic  studies  and  sociology.  And  since  he’d 
always  enjoyed  jotting  down  his  feelings,  Rosebudd  decided  to 
minor  in  creative  writing;  among  other  things,  he  composed 
poems  filled  with  hateful  racist  invective.  One  such  ode,  “Three 
K  W.,"  begins,  “Kill,  kill,  kill  vvhitcy.  Off  the  pigs  "  He  was  a 
straight  A  student,  but  despite  his  success  he  dropped  out  right 
before  graduation  and  enrolled  in  “SU" — as  in  “Sidewalk 
University,  the  school  of  hard  knocks  "  It  was  simple.  He  gravi¬ 
tated  to  the  hustling  life  like  a  ho  to  a  stroll.  By  the  age  of  21,  his 
ptnipruition  kicked  in  and  he  “turned  out." 

Aside  from  recounting  Ills  fascinating  exploits,  the  self-pub¬ 
lished  Rosebudd:  llse  American  Pimp  includes  his  27  rules  on  how 
to  become  a  master  jump.  For  instance:  Pay  close  attention  to  the 
details  of  “the  game,"  always  try  to  choose  a  nonviolent  solution, 
and  infuse  trust  into  each  of  your  broads.  Rosebudd  hopes  his 
memoir  will  also  demonstrate  his  storytelling  abilities  without 
pigeonholing  him  as  a  pimp  writer  He’s  currently  working  on  a 
coffee-table  book.

She  says  she  's  always  been  a  lesbian, 
never  tucked  a  man  before,  and  now 
thinks  that  a  real  cock  and  straight  sex 
are  better  than  lesbian  sex  But  she  has 
no  intention  of  breaking  up  with  Jackie, 
because  she  loves  her  Yet  she  still 
wants  to  fuck  me  as  often  as  she  can 
And  being  the  male  dog  that  I  am.  thats 
lust  fine  with  me 

Still.  I  thought  that  lesbians  don't  go  in 
for  real  cock  or  men  at  all  Jame  tells  me 
that  she  wants  to  fuck  me  all  the  time, 
and  also  wants  to  do  it  with  another 
woman— not  Jackie  She  says  that 
Jackie  doesn  't  like  men  in  bed  Jamie 
says  she  herself  never  wanted  to  fuck  a 
man  before  she  started  seeing  me  get 
my  newspaper  m  the  morning,  and  that 
the  first  time  we  had  sex  was  the  best 
sex  she  ever  had 

These  days,  right  after  Jackie  goes  to 
work.  Jamie  comes  over  for  a  morning 
fuck  She  wants  to  stay  with  me  at  a 
bed-and-breakfast  the  next  time  Jackie 
goes  out  of  town  Isn  't  this  a  little  too 
much  for  a  confirmed  lesbian'’  She  says 
she  loves  fucking  me  What's  really 
up?— D  M ,  California 

One  o<  the  unfortunate  aspects  of  the 
acceptance  of  gay  rights  is  that  certain 
dedicated  homosexuals  of  both  gen¬ 
ders  treat  their  sexual  orientation  as  if  it 
were  a  religion  They  preach  to  the  het- 
ero  masses  in  hopes  of  enlisting  con¬ 
verts  to  their  faith,  with  the  result  that 
quite  a  number  of  young  people  grow 
up  believing  they  must  be  one  way  or 
the  other 

Your  new  girlfriend  is  a  classic  case  of 
a  woman,  probably  bisexual,  who  has 
been  propagandized  with  movie  titles 
like  All  Men  Are  Liars  to  believe  that 
something  terrible  might  happen  to  her 
if  she  gets  too  close  to  a  perns 

As  most  people  already  know,  I  am 
bisexual  and  have  an  ongoing  lesbian 
relationship  with  a  sweet  girl  whom  I 
love  dearly.

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favor  targeted  assassination  when  the 
only  other  alternative  is  allowing  the  ter¬ 
rorist  to  continue  killing  civilians  The 
death-penalty  debate  is  different,  be¬ 
cause  life  imprisonment  is  always  an 
alternative  The  targeted  assassination 
of  terrorists  is  more  akin  to  shooting  a 
fleeing  dangerous  felon  who  would  oth¬ 
erwise  escape  Also,  targeted  assassi¬ 
nation  is  governed  more  by  the  laws  of 
war  than  by  the  rules  of  peacetime  jus¬ 
tice  There  were  millions  of  people  who 
would  have  loved  to  assassinate  Hitler, 
and  there's  been  more  than  one  good 
old  movie — and  one  actual  instance — in 
which  such  an  attempt  was  made 

Censorship 

The  First  Amendment  may  also  be  stric- 
tured  m  times  of  crisis  The  first  casualty 
of  war  has  often  been  truth,  since  the 
paradigm  of  the  military  is  control 
Propaganda,  disinformation  and  secre 
cy  are  important  weapons  of  the  mili¬ 
tary.  and  journalists  are  often  willing  to 
subordinate  truth  to  patriotism  This  is 
understandable  when  such  compliance 
takes  the  form  of  briefly  withholding 
information  about  troop  movements  or 
other  battle  plans  to  protect  our  soldiers 


or  the  success  of  an  attack  But  when 
journalistic  patriotism  results  m  refusal 
to  report  critically  on  the  performance  of 
government  officials— be  it  the  presi¬ 
dent  or  military  commanders— our  sys¬ 
tem  of  checks  and  balances  can  be 
adversely  affected 

During  times  of  national  emergency, 
claims  of  national  security  generally 
trump  assertions  of  individual  rights. 
This  has  certainly  been  the  lesson  of 
history  It  is  precisely  durmg  such  times 
that  nongovernmental  checks  on  gov¬ 
ernment  become  essential  if  the  proper 
balance  is  to  be  maintained  Among  the 
most  important  of  these  checks  are  a 
free  press,  a  zealous  defense  bar,  an 
independent  religious  leadership  and  a 
critical  academia  and  student  body 

Rethinking  the  Balance 

Many  thoughtful  libertarians  are  now 
rethinking  their  knee-|erk  opposition  to 
some  new  technologies  that  may  assist 
us  in  fighting  terrorism  I  must  admit  that 
I  myself  fit  mto  that  category  When  I  first 
heard  about  roving  wiretaps— those 
which  follow  a  specific  person  rather 
than  a  specific  telephone— I  was  imme¬ 
diately  suspicious  My  suspicions  arose 
in  part  because  these  taps  were  used 
primarily  in  the  so-called  war  against 
drugs— a  war  l  do  not  believe  is  worthy 
of  any  rethinking  of  civil-iibertanan  val¬ 


ues  Now  that  I  understand  how  the  rov¬ 
ing  wiretap  can  play  an  important  role  in 
tracking  potential  terrorists  who  use  cell 
phones  briefly  and  then  discard  and 
replace  them,  I've  begun  to  think  hard 
about  whether  there  are  any  real  down¬ 
sides  to  this  I  have  concluded  that  there 
are  not  Indeed,  it  is  far  better  to  focus  a 
search  on  a  specific  person  agamst 
whom  a  warrant  has  been  obtained, 
based  on  probable  cause,  than  on  a 
specific  telephone  that  might  be  used 
by  innocent  people  The  Supreme  Court 
has  said  that  the  Fourth  Amendment 
‘protects  people,  not  places "  It  would 
seem  to  follow  that  a  warrant  directed  at 
a  person,  rather  than  at  a  telephone  or  a 
place,  would  serve  the  privacy  interests 
protected  by  that  amendment 

ID  Cards 

The  events  of  September  11  have  also 
prompted  me  into  rethinking  my  pre¬ 
vious  knee-jerk  opposition  to  national 
identity  cards  My  opposition  had  grown 
primarily  out  of  the  misuse  of  such  cards 
by  the  apartheid  regime  m  South  Africa 
and  the  totalitarian  realities  m  the  Soviet 
Union  and  China  But  the  ease  with 
which  several  of  the  September  11 
hiiackers  managed  to  hide  in  open  view, 
and  to  fall  between  the  bureaucratic 
cracks,  made  it  clear  to  me  that  a  fool¬ 
proof  national  ID  card  has  some  real 
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virtues  Then  I  considered  its  vices  I 
was  hard-pressed  to  come  up  with  any 
compelling  civil-libertarian  arguments 
against  a  card  that  would  contain  only 
five  elements  the  bearer  s  name,  ad¬ 
dress.  Social  Security  number,  photo, 
and  a  fingerprint  or  retinal  print  on  a 
chip  m  the  card  This  chip  would  make  it 
virtually  impossible  lor  anyone  to  use  a 
card  that  was  not  his  or  hers,  and  would 
allow  appropriate  authorities  under 
appropriate  circumstances  to  check  the 
identity  of  every  person  in  this  country 

There  are,  of  course,  grave  dangers 
inherent  in  any  system  ol  information 
gathering  by  government  officials 
Anyone  who  lived  through  J  Edgar 
Hoover's  tenure  as  director  of  the  FBI 
understands  this  danger,  which  is  why 
there  should  be  a  great  national  debate 
over  what  kind  of  information  is  appropri¬ 
ate  for  the  government  to  gather  and 
place  m  its  databases  But  that  is  a  differ¬ 
ent  debate  than  the  one  about  national 
identity  cards  We  already  have  the  data¬ 
bases  Whenever  you  return  from  a  trip 
abroad,  you  must  show  your  passport, 
and  the  authorities  can  run  your  passport 
through  a  database  The  ID  card  would 
not  itself  add  anything  to  the  database 
except  the  finger-  or  retinal  print  In  fact, 
the  debate  about  ID  cards  should  be  a 
stimulus  to  the  far  more  important  de¬ 
bates  about  the  content  of  government 
databases  and  the  circumstances  under 
which  authorities  should  be  entitled  to 
ask  anyone  to  identify  him-  or  herself 

An  alternative  to  a  mandatory  national 
ID  card  would  be  an  optional  one  Since 
the  vast  maiority  of  Americans  atreacty 
carry  several  forms  of  identification, 
including  at  least  one  photo  ID.  I  believe 
that  most  Americans  would  sign  up  for 
the  national  card,  especially  since  its 
nearer  would  be  able  to  pass  through 
checkpoints— in  airports  high-rise  build¬ 
ings,  government  offices — more  expe¬ 
ditiously  than  those  who  opted  out  of  the 
national  ID  system 

Another  virtue  of  the  national  ID  card 
is  that  it  would  eliminate  much  of  the  jus¬ 
tification  now  offered  for  racial  or  ethnic 
profiling  I  have  some  experience  to 
back  that  up  When  African-American 
students  started  to  attend  Harvard  in 
significant  numbers,  many  of  them  were 
routinely  hassled  by  security  since  they 
didn't  look  like  they  belonged  on  or 
around  the  Harvard  campus  When  ID 
cards  were  issued  to  all  students,  it 
became  far  easier  for  the  African-Ameri¬ 
can  students  to  avoid  harassment  by 
simply  showing  then  cards  To  be  sure. 
African-American  students  were  asked 
to  show  their  cards  more  often  than 
white  students— and  that  is  clearly  inap¬ 
propriate  But  the  net  result  of  the  ID 
cards  was  to  reduce  the  amount  of 
hassling  of  minority  students  I  think 
the  same  thing  would  be  true  for  Arab- 
Americans  Under  current  conditions, 
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Arab-Amencan  men  would  probably  be 
asked  (or  their  IDs  more  often,  but  by 
showing  the  card  they  could  avoid  the 
kind  ol  harassment  that  many  have  re¬ 
cently  experienced  on  airplanes 
As  a  general  proposition  I  think  it  is  (ar 
better  (or  everybody  to  be  deprived  of  a 
little  bit  of  anonymity  than  for  one  specif¬ 
ic  ethnic  group  to  bear  a  disproportion¬ 
ate  part  of  the  burden  Those  who  delib¬ 
erately  opt  out  of  a  national  ID  system 
will  have  made  a  decision  to  endure 
more  intrusive  searches  In  exchange  for 
not  having  to  carry  the  card  In  some 
respects  this  is  a  little  like  the  tradeoff 
East  Coast  drivers  make  when  they  slap 
E-ZPass  tags  on  their  cars  so  they  can 
get  through  toll  areas  more  quickly 
For  similar  reasons  I  favor  limited  use 
of  face-recognition  technology  in  places 
where  identification  is  now  required 
Face-recognition  machines  are  certain¬ 
ly  preferable  to  ethnic  stereotyping 
Civil  libertarians  need  not  fear  tech¬ 
nology— so  long  as  we  control  it.  rather 
than  allowing  it  to  control  us 

Are  We  Overreacting? 

In  the  wake  of  September  11.  I  am  fre¬ 
quently  asked  the  following  question 
Are  we  overreacting  or  underreacting 
to  the  threats  of  terrorism?  In  trying  to 
answer  that  difficult  question.  I  think  of 
how  I  might  have  replied  to  the  same 
question  in  1930s  Nazi  Germany  At  that 
time  no  one  could  have  known  how  mat¬ 
ters  would  turn  out  The  Holocaust  was 
unforseen  despite  Hitler  s  own  state¬ 
ments  of  intention  In  light  of  what  the 
Nazis  did,  almost  anything  that  was 
done  by  anti-Hitler  forces  seems  under¬ 
reactive  But  if  Hitler  had  failed,  if  he  had 
been  assassinated  and  his  replacement 
had  not  been  as  brutal,  we  might  have 
looked  at  some  of  the  steps  taken  by 
anti-Nazi  activists  as  overreactive 
The  same  can  be  said  for  the  crisis 
we  now  face  If  the  tragic  events  of 
September  11,  followed  by  the  anthrax 
deaths  and  illnesses,  turn  out  to  be  the 
last  of  the  terrorist  attacks,  perhaps  we 
will  be  accused  of  overreacting  But  if 
these  attacks  are  merely  the  harbinger 
of  much  worse  and  more  extensive 
attacks  that  endanger  our  very  exis¬ 
tence.  then  we  may  ultimately  be 
charged  with  underreaction 
Since  we  are  not  prophets,  we  must 
try  our  best  to  strike  the  appropriate  bal¬ 
ances  without  knowing  what  the  fu¬ 
ture  holds  In  striking  these  balances 
we  must  never  forget  our  deep  commit¬ 
ment  to  liberty,  equality  and  the  rule  of 
law  We  must  not  allow  the  terrorists  to 
win  either  by  destroying  us  or  by  de¬ 
stroying  what  we  stand  for  It  will  not 
be  easy  or— ■ 
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of  his  brethren,  and  maybe  even  better 
than  many  women  understand  them¬ 
selves  Lesbians  all  seem  to  adore  him 
At  least  two  lesbian  couples  I  know  have 
brought  him  into  their  beds,  where  they 
use  him  like  a  very  fancy  toy

I  was  traveling  around 
the  States  with  a  film  crew.  / ust  four  of 
us  One  day  I  was  being  chauffeured
